And any person who shall in any way violalo any or either 
of the provisions of this section s-hall upnn conviction btfore the 
mayor be fined in any sum not ir&s than live nor more- than fiity dol- 
lars, or shall be imprisoned any time no: exceeding thirty da\s or 
both, at the discretion of the mayor.

or any gambhUR 'levice or machine of any denomination or name, in 
which, her or their house, or any out house, booth or bower erected 
of which he, she or they have the care or possession; the person or 
persons so offending shall each on conviction thereof forfeit and pay 
any sum not less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars, or be im- 
prisoned thirty days or both at the discretion of the mayor.
